ACK of the show held every year by the Detroit Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association is a long and honorable 
past. The 1927 show, certainly one of the finest ever held, 
from the standpoint of interest and variety of exhibits and 
beauty of environment, is the twenty-sixth annual exhibition 
to be held by the Detroit dealers; and it is the largest dealers’ 
show held in the world. 

The men primarily responsible for the smooth running 
of the Detroit shows are two—H. H. Shuart and W. D. Eden- 
burn. “Scoop” and “Eddy” are an important part of the 
automotive picture in this territory. For eleven years 
“Scoop” has been the man behind the Detroit show, and for 
the last six years he has had the assistance of “Eddy,’’ who 
fills in his spare time from the Indianapolis races and the 
work of the Detroit Dealers’ Association and the Michigan 
Automotive Trade Association by making the exhibit here 
the finest of its kind. 

“Scoop,” as his name implies, has had newspaper train- 
ing, and “Eddy” began life in the old Claypool Hotel at 
Indianapolis in the hotel business. As a matter of record, he 
started in the bus department, and as a matter of tradition, 
he left by request, because he was considered to be too rough 
with the china and glassware. By a curious chance, both 
“Scoop” and “Eddy” weigh exactly alike; but this resem- 
blance is only one. They are much alike in temperament 
and in energy. “Eddy” is seldom seen without a cigar in his 
mouth, which wears down from the mouth end, rather than 
from the end where the fire is supposed to be, but isn’t. 
“Scoop” never smokes. They say that ‘ “Eddy” never drinks, 
but, of course, no one does now.

One year it was given in the mammoth tabernacle erected 
for Billy Sunday, the end of the “sawdust trail’; another 
year it was held in the new municipal garage on Jefferson 
Avenue.

Ten years ago the show president was L. W. Gordon. 
At that time, as I recall it, “Bill,” who is now with the 
Buick Motor Company, was head of the Gordon Motor Sales 
Company, selling Chandler cars on Woodward Avenue. 
Besides his automotive interests, “Bill’’ was quite a military 
man. He and I served together in the 550th Infantry, the 
crackest regiment in the Michigan state troops—with due 
apologies to the other good regiments—and we used to for- 
gather after drill. I do not now recall that “Bill” had any 
rank except that of a buck private, but he filled out his uni- 
form pretty well in those days, and kept it pretty well filled 
out by his devotion to caviar sandwiches, which he always 
ate at the Athletic Club after a strenuous night of “squads 
north” and “squads south.” Owing to a too economical state 
administration, we were uniformed in summer khaki through 
the winter, and most of us used to stuff newspapers in the 
chest—and elsewhere—to keep out a little of the cold. When 
we moved, we rustled. 

Later on, “Bill” went into the Federal service, automo- 
tive division, and was, I think, stationed at the Packard 
plant as a second lieutenant. Our ways parted, because I 
had risen to the dizzy height of adjutant of the regiment, 
and, naturally, could not associate with any mere lieutenants.

QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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Satisfied Labor 


C)*:. of the problems with which industry always 


and probably always will have to struggle is that of 


labor turnover. In this country particularly labor is always 
striving to better itself; is always looking for more remu- 
nerative fields of endeavor. This is simply another way of 
saying that American’ labor is ambitious. But this very 
ambition places a burden on industry, in that there is a con- 
stant turnover in the skilled labor that makes its operations 
efficient. 

Obviously, the way to cut down the labor turnover is to 
make the workman so satisfied with his job that he will not 
readily leave it for other lines of work. To make American 
labor satisfied. means to show it that its preent job holds 
out greater incentives than any other it could find. 

Last week General Motors distributed in cash and com- 
mon stock the sum of $8,261,561 to employees who were 
participants in the General Motors Savings and Investment 
Fund, class of 1921. There are 8,623 employees in this class 
and they will get a total of $1,527,845 in cash, representing 
the amount of their original investment, plus interest com- 
pounded semi-annually at 6 per cent. They will also receive 
42,686 shares of General Motors common stock, having a 
cash value of more than $6,700,000. 

Certainly this is a practical and direct plan for eliminat- 
ing the labor turnover. 


Compulsory Insurance 


” THIS country nothing else breeds quite so fast as laws. 

Let one state pass a new law governing some hitherto 
‘“unlawed” phase of human activity and the legisldtors of 
other states immediately prick up their ears and usually try 
to go the first state one better. 

On January 1 Massachusetts began its experiment with 
compulsory liability insurance for motor vehicle owners. 
Within a week at least one state Legislature, that of North 
Carolina, was dallying with the idea of a similar law. Ken- 
tucky is said to be watching the Massachusetts experiment 
with speculative eyes. And now comes word from Albany 


that a compulsory insurance bill will be introduced into the | 


New York state Legislature. 

In the newspaper stories from Albany the sponsors for 
compulsory insurance in New York are said to have stated 
in support of their bill that such a law\has been in effect in 
Massachusetts for a year and has proved satisfactory. 

As a matter of fact, Massachusetts has had the law on 
its statute books for nearly a year, but could not put it into 
effect because of difficulties arising in caring for the vast 
amount of insurance involved. The law has actually been in 
effect less than one month. 

The Automotive Daily News doubts the efficacy of 
compulsory insurance in this country. There is certainly. 
reason to fear that compulsory insurance will increase acci- 
dents. It certainly will not decrease them. Whether the 
pecuniary protection afforded in a small number of cases 
will outweigh the suffering and tragedy that would come 
with an increase in accidents is something that only experi- 
ence can show. Massaehusetts is making the experiment. 
As yet nothing is proved. In the name of common sense, let 
every other state at least wait and see how the Massachu- 
setts experiment works out before rushing into haphazard 
legislation that may very well lead to the entry of the state 
into the business of insurance, with endless complications 
and possible disaster.
